First effect of the new policy 
was seen in a closed door session 
by the council before the public 
meeting, appointment of a school 
board member after a minimum 
of public discussion, and no pub­ 
lic action on appointment of a 
new city manager. 
Newsmen who attempted to at­ 
tend the private gathering in the 
eity manager’s office found both 
doors securely locked and received 


City Won't 


Help County 
On Parking 


County officials who would like 
to find a place to park their cars 
in San Rafael will have to look to 
someone other than the city coun­ 
cil for a solution. 
Sheldon Jackson, county agri­ 
cultural e x t e n s i o n supervisor, 
learned this last night when he 
asked for permission to park four 
autos from his office on Third 
street between C and E streets. 
Jackson pointed out his office 
is located in the basement of San 
Rafael Post Office and the staff 
has trouble finding unmetered 
parking areas near the office. 
He said the metered parking 
»paces on Third street are seldom 
in use “and would be a satisfac­ 
tory answer to our problem.” 
COUNCIL ANSWER 
However, City Councilman Ho­ 
mer Wood said he did not believe 
that county, state and federal gov­ 
ernment cars should ask the city 
to solve their parking problems. 
“They should find their own 
»pace/* he added. 
Mayor Edward Culver concluded 
the discussion by pointing out the 
city has had to deny similar re­ 
quests from county officials in the 
past. 


CHAMBER REQUESTS 
But the council did not act as 
quickly on suggestions for parking 
changes made by the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce. They re­ 
ferred them to the city manager 
and chief of police for study. The 
recommendations were: 
1. Parking be eliminated and 
curbs be painted red on the north 
side of Mission from Stevens place 
west to the west boundary line of 
state Highway 101 property. 
2. Parking be eliminated on the 
south side of Mission between 
eastern boundary line and western 
boundary line of Highway 101. 
3. Parking be eliminated and 
curbs painted red for 15 feet south 
of Mission on the east side of 
Tamalpais and 15 feet east on the 
south side of Mission, east of 
Tamalpais.

Hits New Obstacle

Mrs. Leon J. Netboy of Sleepy 
Hollow today asserted that six Ross 
Valley youths merely carried out 
“a harmless prank” and should not 
have been Jailed during the week­ 
end. 
She referred to the six youths, 
16 to 19 years old, who were jail­ 
ed by San Rafael police early Sun­ 
day after a squabble at a drive-in 
•nd when officers said they were 
found tampering with an auto. 
“It is . . . unfortunate since these 
Children weren’t even remotely in­ 
volved in a brawl. . . arrived there 
only after the fight was over, but 
followed the participants (who 
weren't even in their party) to the 
police station to see the conclusion. 
I even charge the police officers 
with being overzealous in carrying 
out their duty. 
“Six boys should not be clapped 
into Jail for a harmless prank 
commuted by one, and held incom­ 
municado for three hours like 
criminals.” 
San Rafael police reported the 
youth who attempted to start a 
fight at the drive-in later joined 
a car in which the six youths were 
riding. At the police headquarters, 
officers said they found three of 
the youths tampering with an auto 
and had to pursue them. 
They denied any charges that 
the high school students were held 
•incommumcado” or that officers 
oversealous. 


The long-awaited dredging of 
San Rafael Canal may be called 
off because of a property owner 
who wants special legal protection. 
City councilmen came face-to- 
face with the problem for the 
first time during their meeting 
last night and were asked to find 
a aoluiion which would allow U.S. 
Army Engineers to award a con­ 
tract on Thursday. 
City Manager Ray Boege ex­ 
plained he had lined up several 
property owners along the canal 
who asked that the ground re­ 
moved from the canal in the 
dredging be placed on their land. 
Each owrner willingly gave his 
permission to the city and the U.S. 
Government to pump the “spoils” 
onto his land, Boege said. 
However, he added, “when we 
went to them to get signed state­ 
ments for this permission, we 
found one owner who backed out.” 
WANTS PROTECTION 
Seeking a replacement, Boege 
said the Marin Realty Co. was 
willing to accept the spoils but 
asked that the dredging contractor 
relieve them of claims lor damages 
should they arise. 
Boege said property owned by 
Marin Realty Co. is located within 
3,000 feet of the dredging. 
“If we don’t have an area that 
close to the dredging,” he ex­ 
plained, “the Army Engineers feel 
the contractors will raise their 
bids to pump the. »poils elsewhere 
and the engineers may not have 


enough money to award the con­ 
tract.” 
LEGAL VIEW 
City Attorney Harold Haley be­ 
lieved the government and con­ 
tractor would not want to assume 
the added liability. Also, he went 
on, “if a »uit arises from the 
dredging,” someone “will find a 
w-ay to name the city as a party 
to the action.” 
Haley and councilmen agreed 
the city’s insurance carrier would 
not cover the city on the claim 
because "it’s not a city function.” 
The problem brought a quick 
response from Stanley Lowry, sec­ 
retary-manager of the San Ra­ 
fael Chamber of Commerce. 
“If this is going to throw a 
hitch into the dredging,” he start­ 
ed out, "we'll find a place to put 
the spoils even if the boat owners 
there have to put up $200 to $1,000. 
We’ll find a proper place at no 
cost to the city.” 
ANSWER WANTED 
Boege asked for an answer last 
night to notify Army engineers 
today. Engineers plan to open bids 
for the dredging Thursday and 
start work soon. The dredging will 
deepen the canal to a depth of 
six feet at low water. 
Councilmen voted to first ask 
the engineers to assume the added 
liability and then to determine 
whether the contractor can cover 
the possibility of claims and dam­ 
ages by a low-premium insurance 
policy. 
Boege was to confer with engi­ 
neers today.

Shoreline To 
Be Closed For 
Slide Repairs 


Shoreline Highway between Muir 
Beach and Stinson Beach will be 
closed to traffic during daylight 
hours from Monday through Fri­ 
day next week so that the State 
Highway Division can repair a 
slide area. 
Ralph Arneal, division superin­ 
tendent for Marin and Sonoma, 
announced today that the closing 
will be from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m 
with a detour routed from Muir 
Beach to Stinson via Panoramic 
drive. However, even during the 
closed hours, school * buses and 
Greyhound buses will be allowed to 
use Shoreline Highway so that 
schedules will not be disrupted. 
Slide area to be corrected is on 
Shoreline about 10 miles north of 
Richardson Bay Bridge. Last year, 
a flip occurred there, reducing 
the road to one-way traffic, Arneal 
explained. The project, expected to 
cost about $5,000, should be com­ 
pleted within a week, w?eather per­ 
mitting, Arneal announced. 
The road from Highway 101 to 
Muir Beach will not be affected. 
Nghttime traffic from Muir to 
Stinson Beaches will be allowed 
even during the one-week repair 
period.

Chief Advocates 


Fluoridation 


Fluoridation of water supply is 
the answer to the problem of 
widespread dental cavities among 
children, some 60 to 80 per cent 
of w’hom suffer from cavities, the 
county health officer declared this 
morning. 
Dr. Clarice Haylett reported at 
the board of supervisors meeting 
that the physical shortage of den­ 
tists in the county makes It dif­ 
ficult for the Dental Society to 
handle all cases that need atten­ 
tion. Until Fluoridation comes, 
cases must continue to be handled 
on a “piecemeal” basis, she point­ 
ed out. 
The question arose with a re­ 
quest from Mrs. Carmel Booth 
that the county set up a dental 
clinic for children to aid the cases 
that are referred to the Crippled 
Children and Adults Society of 
Marin. Mrs. Booth, case chairman 
for the Society, explained to the 
board that funds collected by the 
Society are not nearly enough to 
cover the cases referred to it 
through the welfare department. 
TAKE NO ACTION 
Supervisors took no action on the 
request for a dental clinic but de­ 
cided to contact the welfare and 
health departments and the coun­ 
ty physician to work out some so­ 
lution. 
Miss Betty Presley of the wel­ 
fare department suggested that if 
the county physician decides that 
certain cases need aid, funds 
might be provided from some oth­ 
er source. Mrs. Booth had pointed 
out that cases referred to her So­ 
ciety are those that are not eligibl» 
for county aid. 
LOW COST 
Asked to comment personally on 
the possibility of water fluorida­ 
tion, Dr. Haylett gave these expla­ 
nations to newsmen: 
U.S. Public Health service esti­ 
mates that fluoridation will cost 
taxpayers between 5 and 14 cents 
per person per year. Scientific ex­ 
perience has proved the value of 
fluoridation in control of decay, 
and 
she feels definitely 
that 
fluoridation would drastically re­ 
duce tooth decay especially for 
youngsters. Every major health as­ 
sociation in the country including 
the American Dental and Medical 
Societies has recommended fluor­ 
idation, she explained. 
In the county, various groups art 
interested in adopting fluoridation, 
but at the same time there is bit­ 
ter opposition from others on 
moral and religious grounds, such 
as charges of “mass medication.” 
LAWS NEEDED 
The health officer explained 
that water districts have been con­ 
tacted on the problem, but th t 
districts have explained they can­ 
not act until laws are changed. 
Water district officials explain the 
law provides they furnish “safe 
and potable” water but mention» 
nothing about fluoridation. They 
feel that the law will have to be 
changed if fluoridation Is to be 
adopted. 
Even if fluoridation 1» adopted, 
it cannot come overnight because 
of the many water sources in­ 
volved, Dr. Haylett pointed out. If 
and when fluoridation comes, it 
will probably come In degrees with 
the bigger districts adopting the 
program first.

FDR CRITIC 
Hutcheson was a severe critic 
of the administration of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for what he 
called “government’s inroads on 
free enterprise.” 
Hutcheson was reared on a farm 
and had only a country school 
education. His father, Daniel O. 
Hutcheson, had been a sharp car­ 
penter and the son took up the 
trade at 16. 
In 1902 he joined the carpenters 
union, then the most powerful in 
the American Federation of Labor. 
Hutcheson became president of 
the carpenters in 1915 on the 
death of James Kirby and was re­ 
elected at every election until he 
retired in 1952.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Need Legislation To Provide 
Full Medical Cott Deductions 


Early last month Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobbv, 
federal Secretary of Health Education and 
Welfare, pointed out in a speech that the 
financial burden of catastrophic illness is 
“one of the most pressing burdens on the 
iverage family.** 
In discussing this problem, one William 
Meyers wrote a letter to the New York Times 
which should receive the serious considera­ 
tion of all voters and lawmakers. He said: 
“It is unfortunate that our income tax 
laws have generally failed to recognize this 
burden. A taxpayer mav deduct from his tax­ 
able income a number of non-business items 
—in fact, he is gi\en the privilege of writing 
off certain casualty losses o\er a period of 
seven years. But the most serious casualty of 
all, serious illness which may result in par­ 
tial or permanent impairment of his earn­ 
ing ability, will result in all too frequently a 
tax reduction of a negligible nature. 
‘'Let us make a few comparisons: the tax­ 
payer, whose car is l>cing used for pleasure 
purposes, may deduct the full cost for re­ 
pairs resulting from an accident. However, 
the taxpayer is allowed to deduct a much

For Yule Shopping 


Economic indexes may be having their 
up» and downs, but there are indications 
that the coming Christmas shopping season 
will be a dillv. 


Earnings continue high with some 63f/j 
million persons holding jobs and with the 
personal 
income of the nation running 
around $288 billion annually. There are 
about 18 million families whose earnings 
average nearly $7,000 a \ear-$6,812, accord­ 
ing to the statisticians. This group by itself 
is putting out $94 billion annually in pur­ 
chases. And more specifically in regard to 
Christmas, the banks which will soon dis­ 
tribute their Christmas Club funds indicate 
that this year’s melon will be the biggest 
ever.

“And, to indicate the further unreason­ 
ableness of the law, medical costs of treating 
livestock are deductible in full; the hum an 
does not fare so well. 
“Since the problem of catastrophic finan­ 
cial burden resulting from medical costs is 
so pressing, as Mrs. Hobby pointed out, it 
would be well for the reader to give support 
to legislation providing for full medical ex­ 
pense deductions, as well as permission to 


offset medical costs against income in sev­ 
eral \ears as is the case with many casualty 
losses.”

“No testimony given by a wit­ 
ness before a congressional com­ 
mittee shall be used as evidence 
in 
any 
criminal 
proceedings 
against him in court.” 


WOULDNT IT SEEM 
from 
the wording of th at law that 
a witness could no longer claim 
protection of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, as an excuse for not an­ 
swering, because what he said 
might Incriminate him? 
No, there’s a gimmick. Under 
present law a man could admit 
federal crimes to a committee 
and his words before the com­ 
mittee cquld never afterwards be 
used against him in a court. 
But there’s nothing to prevent 
the FBI from picking up leads 
from his testimony, going out 
and finding information on which 
the government could then pros­ 
ecute him without needing his 
testimony before a committee. 


IT S FOR THIS reason that a 
witness 
can 
use 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment. He can refuse to 
testify if, in so doing, he might 
provide leads that would in the 
end incriminate him. 
To sew up this loophole — to 
make it harder for witnesses to 
use the Fifth Amendment and 
easier for committees to get in­ 
formation from 
them 
— 
the 
Senate last year passed a bill 
now awaiting House action. It 
would do this: 
Enable a committee to promise 
a witness he would never be 
prosecuted in federal court for 
any crime he admitted before 
a congressional committee. If, 
once offered this sweeping im­ 
munity, he still tried to use the 
Fifth Amendment as an excuse 
for not answering, he could be 
cited for contempt. 


IN OTHER WORDS, Congress 
could then force a witness to 
testify. But there may be a gim­ 
mick here 
too. 
For 
example, 
suppose a witness admitted he 
was a Russian 
spy 
and 
had 
stolen valuable American secrets. 
Once granted immunity by the 
committee, he could never there­ 
after be prosecuted for that es­ 
pionage.

Machines 
Change Look 
Of Factories

NEW YORK (IP) — A machine 
comes into a factory or office 
and in 
a • m atter of 
minutes 
turns out a completed job that 
once took many workers hours to 
do. But what about the men and 
women? Will they 
get 
other 
Jobs? 
More and more such automatic 
machines will be changing the 
look of factories and also chang­ 
ing the kind — and number — 
of employes. 


ONE 
EXAMPLE: 
A 
h u g e 
broaching machine operated by 
one man can pick up an auto 
engine block in a Ford plant in 
Cleveland, and using 1344 tools 
do a dozen machining operations. 
It can turn out 152 engine blocks 
an hour. 
Plant 
employes 
are 
mostly technicians, job-setters, 
maintenance men. 
Another example: 
Operating 
control boards, 12 men can run 
an oil refinery. Without help of 
instruments, it would take 800 
men to do the work. 
A third example: Remington 
Rand has installed in the Chi­ 
cago 
merchandising 
office 
of 
John Plain & Co. 
a 
machine 
which has the working capacity 
of 30,000 adding machines. It 
keeps inventory data current. In 
minutes it can 
get 
inventory 
data in shape for buyers, where 
formerly it took scores of clerks 
a week or more to do it. 


FOR MANAGEMENT the com­ 
petitive advantages of automatic 
controls are real: speedy pro­ 
duction, lower 
labor 
costs, 
a 
minimum 
of 
human 
error, a 
jump on rivals in getting trade 
data. 
Automatic machines, manage­ 
ment contends will come to be 
used for the heavy work and save 
men for better jobs command­ 
ing high«* pay. 
On the assembly line, they add, 
machines will free men from do­ 
ing the same task over and over 
day after day. The classic ex­ 
ample: The man who spends his 
days tightening one nut as the 
product passes by on the prod­ 
uct assembly line. 


Chapman said today that he 
has no objection to an amend­ 
ment which would permit the 
public to have information, and 
at the same time accomplish the 
purposes he said were in mind 
wrhen the stringent measure was 
put into effect.

was submitted to the legislative 
counsel bureau. He said the bu­ 
reau “lifted” the section from the 
teachers’ retirement act, where 
It has been in effect since ap­ 
proximately 1919. 


“It worked all right for the 
teachers,” Chapman said, “and 
we saw no reason why the same 
section should not apply to state 
employees.” 


THE SECRECY section, how­ 
ever, was not & m atter of general 
discussion on the part of the re­ 
tirement board, Chapman said. 
He was backed up in this state­ 
ment by Theodore Jenner, mem­ 
ber of the board from the Cali­ 
fornia State Employees Associa­ 
tion. 


“I think the legislature went 
too far in this matter,” Jenner 
declared. 
“There certainly are 
matters pertaining to retirement 
of state employees 
which 
the 
public is entitled to know, and 
I for one will support a change 
in the act at the next session to 
see that these matters again be­ 
come public property.” 


IT WAS POINTED

cern with a pension plan knows 
the facts concerning retirement

Builders, School Heads' 
Confer, Economy Is Aim 


After eight post war years of 
school house construction. Marin 
school trustees and builders may 
put their heads together to find 
a way to economize. 
They indicated they would get 
together after both groups voiced 
their opinions on the g r o w i n g 
cost of classroom construction in 
the county. 
School trustees, supported by the 
county planning commission, sug­ 
gested the problem could be par­ 
tially solved by builders and sub­ 
dividers donating property in their 
housing tracts for school sites. 


PLANNING CUT COSTS 
But subdividers felt the action 
was new and “probably uncons­ 
titutional.” Their belief was that 
construction costs could “defin­ 
itely” be sliced by better planning. 
B u i l d e r s , subdividers, school 
trustees, and county planning com­ 
mission reviewed all recommenda­ 
tions during a recent meeting cal­ 
led to discuss a proposed revision 
in the subdivision ordinance call­ 
ing for the school sites. 
Mrs. Mary Summers, M a r i n 
planning director, said the pro­ 
posed change was “explanatory.” 
She explained most home owners 
were concerned about the land­ 
slide growth of school enrollment 
and the endless need for more 
classrooms. 
Mrs. Summers said 
the evidence shows much of the 
increased enrollment is due to 
families moving into Marin sub­ 
divisions. 


“The Bel Air subdivision at Tibu­ 
rón will send enough students to 
the Reed School to require four 
more classrooms at the school,” 
Mrs. Summers said. 


Turning her attention to the 
next phase of the problem, she 
said subdividers usually go after 
flat land for homes when this 
type of property is needed for 
schools. 
Next, she went on. a school dis­ 
trict may be aware of a new sub­ 
division being planned in their 
area, but trustees cannot ask for 
a bond issue or state funds to 
accomodate the growth until the 
foundations of the homes are in. 


“If the subdividers would * de­ 
dicate a school site or contribute 
$50 for each lot sold toward the 
purchase of a site,” Mrs Summers 
said, “then the district could start 
its planning and be one year ahead 
of its schedule.” 


LAW ON RECREATION 
She said the law-enforced con­ 
tribution of funds or sites has 
been made in other sections of 
California for recreation purposes 
but not for schools. 


Asked to give a legal opinion, 
Deputy District Attorney Leland 
Jordan said he could find few 
court cases to support the action 
but suggested it could be tested 
by passing the ordinance. 
% 
Builders and subdividers, led by 
Neils Schultz, Jr., and Herbert A. 


Crocker, took a firm stand against 
the forced contributions. 


UNFAIR BURDEN 
According to Schultz, the flew 
housing tracts did not create the 
demand for homes in Marin, “they 
only responded to it.” 
Further­ 
more, he went on, the builders 
were only one group who bene- 
fitted by the demand. 
Business 
and professional men also gained 
by the housing growth and it is 
unfair to make subdividers shoul­ 
der most of the burden for school 
room building, Shultz said. 
The builder also felt school sites 
represented only about 10 per cent 
of school construction costs and 
“far more can be saved in the de­ 
sign of schools by elimination of 
frills and luxuries.” 
He also intimated that school 
bills could be slashed by “doing 
as much as possible without state 
aid.” 
SCHOOL BUILDERS 
Schultz was backed up by an­ 
other builder—Herbert A. Crocker, 
whose company has built some 15 
to 20, schools in Marin and Solano 
counties. 
Crocker made every effort to say 
he was not criticizing school trus­ 
tees but he added. “I definitely 
feel school costs could be cut.” 
He pointed out school boards 
and administrators are “h a r d 
working groups” but they are not 
trained in construction planning. 
The design of classrooms, ma­ 
terials to be used, methods of con­ 
struction and contract b i d d i n g 
were some of the phases of plan­ 
ning which Crocker felt could be 
improved. 
"From a cooperative point of 
view’,” he said, “a great deal can 
be achieved by representatives of 
school boards, architects and build-

NEW YORK (/rt — A blight 
threatens many American cities. 
It is the blight of areas being al­ 
lowed to run down rather than 
being renewed and repaired. 
Merchants are feeling the loss 
of sales as their middle-income 
customers take to the flourishing 
suburbs. Real estate values and 
income slip as worn-out areas 
spread around the badly congest­ 
ed central core of many cities. 
Municipal government costs rise 
faster than tax revenues. 


REALTY PANEL 
“The future of our cities” will 
be up for debate at the conven­ 
tion of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards next month 
in Los Angeles. 
Many city fathers find that the 
deterioration seems to gain speed 
at the same time that their metro­ 
politan areas are mushrooming. 
Slum clearance and public hous­ 
ing projects have helped, but they 
haven’t halted the tendency to let 
property run down. The middle- 
income families which once lived 
just beyond the business districts 
have largely been ignored in post­ 
war city construction. 


STUDY MADE 
The Twentieth Century Fund, a 
non-profit foundation for scien­ 
tific research and public educa­ 
tion, put Miles L. Colean, a city 
planning consultant, to work on 
the problem. The fund today pub­ 
lishes his report, “Renewing Our 


Cities,” pointing out many reasons 
why cities are being blighted. 


Traffic congestion is growing 
steadily wo r s e 
and 
strangely 
enough driving people farther out 
from the business district;. Rings 
of suburbs around most cities 
drain resources without reducing 
toe load'on downtown sendees. 


The postwar housing shortage 
led to lax enforcement of hous­ 
ing regulations — on the theory 
that a slum dwelling was better 
than none. Strict enforcement, 
Colean says, is needed to end the 
profitability of slums.

Earthquake Proof, 
That Is The Law 
VM ttSf * 
SACRAMENTO 
(**) —If 
your 
area is getting a new school you 
can be sure it will be earthquake 
proof. That's the law. 
But the same statute—She Field 
Act of 193»—doesn’t have too much 
control over schools bufH before 
It went Into effect. 
Result: Many of the 
struc­ 
tures are described as earthquake 
hazards and fire traps. 
HOW MANY IN T7S1 
School officials can’t determine 
how many of these buildings are 
still in use. The Field Act, passed 
after the costly Long Beach earth­ 
quake, calls for inspection of old 
structures only when a school 
board requests one. 
For many districts that would 
only be inviting trouble. 
Where would the students go, 
asks one superintendent, if his 
buildings were declared “unsafe?” 
He claims two of his 11 schools 
would not pass the state inspec­ 
tion. Even though the school board 
would be liable if something hap­ 
pened and children were hurt, it 
can’t take the chance of losing 13 
classrooms. 
STRUCTURAL SAFETY 
The Act concerns itself solely 
with structural safety-protection 
against earthquake«. 
An independent survey in Oak­ 
land recently disclosed 23 buildings 
in “very poor” condition structur­ 
ally. San Francisco numbers 31 
buildings requiring major rehabili­ 
tation or replacement. Santa Cruz 
has three including a high school. 
“Almost every school built dur­ 
ing 1922, 23 or 24 will not with­ 
stand an earthquake,” says D. C. 
Willett, the state’s chief construc­ 
tion engineer and administrator of 
the Field Act. 


He eaye the old buildings can 
withstand the vertical pressures 
but collapse under the horizontal 
stresses. 
Dr. Frank Wright, a top state 
school administrator, adds that 
just about all buildings construc­ 
ted of masonry before 1933 are un­ 
safe. They didn’t have the essen­ 
tial materials, he says, “because 
the contractors were getting away 
with murder then.” 
Wright adds that old«* brick 
buildings have little or no rein­ 
forcement, and many of the frame 
buildings “are poorly put together 
and have the appearance of just 
being piled up.” 
Wright contends many of these 
pre-Field Act buildings are fire 
tTaps—not designed for free and 
speedy exit. 
NOT TJP TO SNUFF* 
“Maybe those buildings are not 
up to snuff,” argues Nathan B. 
Keller, who checks estimates and 
costs for the legislative auditor’s 
office. But it is cheaper to rehab­ 
ilitate them, he says, than to tear 
them down. 
Keller said a spot check of six 
buildings tabbed for abandonment 
by the division of architecture 
showed five could be put in use- 
able condition at much less than 
estimated. 
* 
Although almost all state offi­ 
cials are loud in their praise of 
the Field Act, Keller thinks It is 
too stringent. 
“To go ahead and design for 
earthquake strength in some areas 
is a waste of money,” he says. For 
instance, Keller claims that even 
if an earthquake hit the Sacra­ 
mento Valley, “there wouldn’t be 
any violent motions,” because of 
the terrain. 
SUGGESTS ZONING 
He suggests zoning the state ac­ 
cording to earthquake probability. 
“There just isn’t enough money 
and the primary objective Is to 
provide 
space—rooms 
to 
beat 
something into a kid’s head.” 
Willett has a ready answer for 
Keller: Everyone’s eager to ease 
up on the Field Act requirements. 
Until after the earthquake hits.

Ever do that- I’m 
exhausted. Such energy! 
He and his daddy were in the 
waiting room of my office. He 
wasn’t interested in the games we 
have here, nor in the secretary 
who is good at keeping kids busy. 
He was curious about everything 
else. His daddy had to say “no” 
to him at .least three times every 
minute. He had to lift him down 
from a high window ledge twice, 
and from a table top once. He 
tried to answer one new question 
every thirty seconds. The little 
guy circumnavigated the room ten 
times, and ran into the hall three 
times. All in five minutes. 
A busy boy? Yes. A bratty boy?

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Feeling Of Not Being Needed Cause 
Of Heartbreak Among Older People 


“I'm of no use any more, to 
myself or anyone else.” 
That, according to a specialist 
m the field of geriatrics, is the 
frequent plaint of old people. 
Scientists who are working in the 
field of medicine dealing with the 
aging hope to find soon a way to 
employ the still-active skills and 
energies of their patients so that 
they won’t get into this melan­ 
choly state. 
The feeling of being unneeded 
is especially difficult to bear for 
men and women who had thrown 
themselves wholeheartedly i n t o 
their life jobs, whether this was 
raising a family or running a 
business. Loneliness and boredom 
become acute for the mothers of 
big families when their children 
leave home. Men who had had the 
responsibility of making import­ 
ant decisions and carrying heavy 
burdens in industry oftep collapse 
when they retire and find their 
business still going on without 
them. 
Fortunately, future generations 
may have less difficulty with this 
problem, for the effort from now 
on will be to prepare human be­ 
ings for old age before they reach 
it. In fact, there is time for all 
of us still working to take lessons. 
My teacher might easily be my 
mother. She was typical of middle 
western women of her time. We 
were poor, her children—five of 
us—came close together and, be­ 
cause my father always felt that 
big luck was just around the cor­ 
ner, we moved constantly from 
one farm to another. 
For years, my mother got up at 
four every morning, and I can 
scarcely remember a time in my 
childhood when she wasn’t busy 
at something—sweeping, churning, 
baking, cooking, nursing a sick 
child. 
I thought she worked far too 


hard, and I was always planning 
for the time when she could have 
leisure 
and 
pretty 
hats 
and 
dresses. 
Yet when her children were in 
a position to make life easier for 
our mother, we discovered that 
being on the receiving end was 
almost unbearable for her. After 
we had all gone away from her, 
she went with my father to live 
in Florida and complained that 
even the flowers, blooming in pro­ 
fusion in the agreeable climate, 
didn’t really need her ministra­ 
tions. She sent us all boxes of our 
favorite foods, she wrote us long 
letters and whenever she could 
get hold of a grandchild, she did 
a good deal of spoiling, but it 
didn’t seem to be enough. 
Then she had a stroke which 
left her unable to walk without 
help. She had to have a nurse 
who washed her, dressed her and 
tended her as if she were a baby. 
My mother felt so utterly useless 
that she just wanted to die. Then, 
because she was a deeply religious 
woman, she began to pray about 
it. She prayed, she said, that she 
might be thankful for all the care 
bestowed upon her. 
It was after that that one of 
my brothers lost his wife and flew 
to Mother for comfort. I was writ­ 
ing a series of articles about coun­ 
try life in Missouri and used to 
telephone her two or three times 
a week to check on details that 
I’d half forgotton. Her neighbors 
formed the habit of coming to 
her to ask advice about their gar­ 
dens, their cooking, their children. 
So my mother, helpless physically 
though she w*as, began to feel 
happy and useful again. 


I think the lesson is that when 
you learn to receive gratefully, you 
will be able to give again, what­ 
ever your age.

ATYOUR GROCER'S

There is a “medicine” more pow­ 
erful than any of the new anti­ 
biotics, namely the old standby, 
prevention. 
Prevention is important in re­ 
lation to many infections. I am 
referring to it especially in regard 
to tick fever, or Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever, as it is known med­ 
ically. This disease occurs not too 
infrequently during the summer 
and autumn months, when many 
people are on their vacations. 
WOOD TICK THE CARRIER 
In the Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific coast states, the wood tick 
is the principal transmitter of the 
disease, while in the East and the 
South the dog tick is the culprit. 
Many people are camping and hik­ 
ing during the months of July, Au­ 
gust, and September, and are like­ 
ly to come in contact with the 
ticks 
carrying 
the 
germ 
that 
causes the disease. 
Tick fever is caused by a virus 
type germ known as a rickettsia. 
It is a very serious disease, sud­ 
denly occurring with chills, ex­ 
treme prostration, and rapidly ris­ 
ing fever. Nose bleeds are very 
common at the onset.

About the fourth or fifth day, 
a rash appears while the patient 
is sick with fever and chills. The 
rash is most common on the an­ 
kles, wrist and back, but may ap­ 
pear all over the body toward the 
end of the disease. Rose-colored 
round spots are present, and ap­ 
pear somewhat as hemorrhages 
into the skin. There may be some 
shedding and peeling of the skin 
as the rash disappears. Pneumonia 
is often a serious complication of 
tick fever. It may take many 
months for a person to recover 
from this disease, as convalescence 
is very slow. 


By simple personal precaution, 
the camper can prevent Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever. Areas 
known to be infested with ticks 
should be avoided. Persons who 
plan to be in the woods frequent­ 
ly, especially during the impor­ 
tant few months, should wear 
clothing that is tight around the 
ankles and wTists and should in­ 
spect their bodies periodically for 
tick bites.

fore, if a person frequently ex­ 
amines his clothing and body he 
can usually rid himself of the tick 
before it becomes permanently at­ 
tached to his body. Once the tick 
is attached, care should be taken 
in removing the insect, for the dis­ 
ease may be transmitted by mash­ 
ing the infected tick on the skin. 
Removal Is best accomplished 
by grasping the tick, preferably 
with tweezers, and pulling stead­ 
ily. 
The

should be cleansed with alcohol 
or washed with soap and water. 
The newer antibiotics, aureo- 
mycin, terramycin, and chloram­ 
phenicol, seem to be very effective 
in treating Rocky Mountain Spot­ 
ted Fever, once it has occurred. 
However, a great deal of pain and 
discomfort can be avoided by sim­ 
ple preventive care. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. P.: What is the cause of brain 
cells wasting away? 
Answer: Brain cells deteriorate 
because of lack of circulation, as 
may occur with hardening of the 
arteries or extreme old age. Cer­ 
tain chemicals and drugs can be 
harmful to brain cells, and cer­ 
tain diseases such as syphilis can 
also harm them.
